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Raiders 
threaten 
boy, nine, 
with axe 

A BOY aged nine was left 
terrified and distraught 
when raiders held an axe to 
his throat after bursting in 
to his family’s home. 

The thugs armed with 
sledgehammers as well as 
the axe, demanded car keys 
and cash from his terrified 
parents. 

The raiders struck at 
Rajinder Auluk’s house in 
Newton Road, Great Barr, at 
around 8pm on Monday. 

They tried to flee in both 
the family’s cars, a Nissan 
Pulsar GTR and a Mercedes 
Benz CLK, but abandoned 
the Mercedes. 

Mr Auluk’s youngest son 
was left so shaken by the 
ordeal that he wants to 
move. 

Mr Auluk, 40, a property 
developer, who was at home 
with wife Baljit and his two 
sons, said: “I heard a loud 
crash at the front door and 
suddenly these men with 
axes and sledgehammers 
came piling through the 
door. 

“I said ‘take what you 
want’ but they carried on 
shouting and held an axe to 
my youngest’s neck. It was 
true panic.” 

Dc Derek Cole said: “The 
thieves knew exactly what 
they were after. 

“They wanted the 
family’s high performance 
car and did not care who 
they harmed in the process.” 

Revamp for 
tower blocks 

FIFTEEN tower blocks in 
Sandwell are to be trans¬ 
formed under a multi¬ 
million pound development 
programme. 

The revamp, which is part 
of a wider scheme, will begin 
later this year and be com¬ 
pleted by 2018 at a cost of 
£43.2m. Sandwell Council 
will spend £67m on high-rise 
blocks in the borough by 
2022, as part of a £492m 
housing investment plan. 

The work will include 
external refurbishment, and 
improving the condition and 
quality of the homes. 

The work will start in 
West Bromwich in August. 


HIT SQUADS TO FIND 
AND FIX POTHOLES

HIT squads are being sent 
on a “find and fix” mission 
to repair potholes in 
Sandwell’s roads. 

The new specialist teams - two 
four-man squads - are on the road all 
day with orders to deal immediately 
with any potholes they find. 

The potholes problem has become 
worse in recent weeks because of the 
freezing weather. 

Deputy leader of Sandwell Council, 
Councillor Steve Eling said: “Keepingour 
roads safe and free of potholes is a priority 
service. 

“That is why we have acted so quickly 
now that the bad weather has gone. 

“These squads will be deployed on the 
service and will be on the road all day. As 
they find a pothole, they will deal with it. ” 

Councillor Eling said the teams would 
not have to go through the procedure of 
logging a pothole and then having it filled 
in a week later. 

“This is immediate action,” he said. 

Programme 

Councillor Eling said it was not possi¬ 
ble to say how much the new service 
would cost. That could only be assessed at 
the end of the programme. 

But he said money would be found to 
pay for it, whatever the cost. 

Councillor Eling said the crews would 
concentrate on the main routes and he 
expected the whole of the borough to be 
covered in about eight days. 

He added: “The pothole problem is 
nothing new, it happens every year. But 
this winter the snow, ice and frost have 
been extremely severe. 

“Keeping our roads safe is our priority 
and we will not fail in our pledge. 

“If necessary, the operation can be 
repeated as and when it is needed,” said 
Councillor Eling.

Scheme 
is boost 
for public 
transport 

A £50 million project to 
encourage people to use 
public transport in the Black 
Country was launched in 
Sandwell. 

Local Transport Minister 
Norman Baker was at the 
Council House in Oldbury to 
announce the measures for 
10 key routes in the region. 

These include the 
A4123/A459 route between 
Wolverhampton, Dudley 
and Quinton and a route 
linking Walsall and Merry 
Hill. 

Measures to persuade 
people to leave their cars at 
home will include better 
walking and cycling routes, 
car-sharing initiatives, road 
and junction improvements, 
and advice to families, 
schools and businesses. 

There will be Smartcard 
technology for cashless 
travel, and improved bus 
stops with better passenger 
information on digital dis¬ 
plays. 

The project also includes 
an expansion of the Work- 
Wise scheme, which pro¬ 
vides free travel for 
unemployed people getting 
to interviews or startingjobs. 

It is being delivered by 
transport authority Centro 
and the region’s seven local 
authorities. 

It follows Centro’s suc¬ 
cessful £33 million bid to the 
Government’s Local Sus¬ 
tainable Transport Fund 
and is supported by a further 
£15 million from local public 
and private contributions.

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New figures show fall in level of crime 


CRIME in the West Midlands has 
plummeted over the past year 
according to latest statistics. 

Figures for West Midlands Police 
showed a drop in every type of crime 
other than sexual offences, where 
there was a five per cent rise. 

Across the force which covers 
Sandwell, crime was down 13 per 
cent between September 2011 and 
September 2012. Criminal damage 


was down 18 per cent while burglary 
dropped by 11 per cent and robbery 
fell 32 per cent. Of 177,675 recorded 
crimes, 26,119 were burglaries 
while 39,359 were “other theft 
offences”. 

Violence against the person 
accounted for 33,773 crimes. 

There were 2,854 recorded sexual 
offences, 27,031 cases of criminal 
damage, 5,979 robberies, 8,794 drug 


offences, 7,249 frauds and forgeries, 
and 2,917 classed as other offences. 

In Staffordshire there was a five 
per cent drop in recorded crime, 
resulting in a total of 63,300 reports, 
included an 11 per cent rise in sexual 
offences, with police responding to 
969 cases over the past year. Nation¬ 
ally, crime fell by eight per cent, or 
around 800,000, to 8.9 million in the 
year to the end of September. 


The figures are made up of statis¬ 
tics from the Home Office and the 
Crime Survey for England and 
Wales which surveys people. 

A review of the differences 
between the two sets of figures 
showed that police records appear 
to “overstate the actual level of 
reduction experienced by the 
general population,” said the Office 
for National Statistics. 


Joy as pupils move up 
exams league tables 


EDUCATION bosses in Sandwell have been 
celebrating after league tables showed an 
increase in the number of pupils getting top 
grades in core subjects. 

The percentage of Sandwell pupils achieving five A*-C 
grades at GCSE or equivalent, including English and 
maths, rose from 50 per cent to 53.8 per cent. The borough 
has jumped 10 places in the rankings, to 128th.

The stand-out performer 
for its results for GCSE or 
equivalents for Sandwell 
pupils was Q3 Academy in 
Great Barr, where 77 per 
cent of pupils achieved five 
A*-C grades including 
English and maths. 

Second 

Sandwell Academy, Hal¬ 
fords Lane, was second as 75 
per cent of pupils managed 
the same feat, but it was 
number one for its A-level 
crop, based on the points 
scored per student, includ¬ 
ing other equivalent qualifi¬ 
cations - which was 944.5. 

Wednesbury’s Wood 
Green Academy saw 70 per 
cent of its pupils through to 
five A*-C grades at GCSE or 
equivalent including 
English and maths, and the 
Wood Green Road 
academy’s A-level points 
scored per pupil was 710.1 - 
making it fifth. 

Bristnall Hall Technology 
College, Oldbury, was 
second across the borough 
for its showing at A-level or 
equivalent, as each candi¬ 
date scored 850.3 points. 

Sandwell’s education boss 
has spoken of his delight at 
the results. 

It is the only Black 
Country authority to show 
an improvement on last 
year.

Achievement of pupils, 
quality of teaching, behav¬ 
iour and safety of pupils and 
leadership and management 
received individual “good” 
grades.

This is because 
teaching is typically good, 
and ensures that work is 
suitable for each pupil.” 

The report said atten¬ 
dance at the Windsor Road 
school had improved from 
“broadly average” to “above 
average”. 

But inspectors said there 
was room for improvement. 

The report said: “The 
information gathered on 
children’s progress in recep¬ 
tion is not used well enough 
in planning lessons for Year 
1 pupils. In a small number 
of lessons, particularly in 
Years 1 and 2, teachers do 
not check enough to make 
sure pupils are making good 
progress, or give them 
enough time to practise 
their new skills.”

That is close to the new £200 million New 
Square shopping centre and huge Tesco 
being built off All Saints Way. 

Chief executive Jonathan Westhoff said 
the new development would include surface 
car parking with around 250 to 280 free 
spaces for staff. 

He said around half of the 500-strong 
workforce drove into work, although many 
took advantage of good public transport 


links. The car parking is always a feature in 
any office block. 

“In previous developments, more energy 
goes into the car parking and who gets it 
then any other subject,” he added. 

Decision 

The original plan for the society’s expan¬ 
sion was to move hundreds of staff to the 
Point North development at The Water¬ 
front, close to Merry Hill Shopping Centre. 

That proposed move was proved to be 
highly controversial and was branded an 


“utter disgrace” by Sandwell Council leader 
Darren Cooper. 

However, a U-turn was announced at the 
end of last year, with building society bosses 
saying the deal was no longer viable. 

The decision was made to stay in the 
town, much to the joy of business and coun¬ 
cillors. 

Birmingham-based Associated Architects 
has now been appointed to design the new 
building. 

It will accommodate up to 700 staff and is 
due to be completed by the end of 2014. 


Iraq hero Karl's mission to 
help his injured comrades

FORMER soldier Karl Hinett who 
had to learn to walk again after 
suffering terrible injuries in Iraq 
has vowed to dedicate his life to 
raising money for charity. 

The 26-year-old said he wanted to support 
injured comrades. 

He has already taken part in 100 
marathons and is now planning to climb 
Mount Kilimanjaro in Africa, and to take 
part in another ultra marathon. 

Karl was injured when the armoured 
vehicle he was in was bombed in Iraq in 
2005. The private with the Staffordshire 
Regiment suffered severe burns to his 
hands, legs, arms and face. 

But he battled back to compete in dozens 
of gruelling challenges. 

Karl, of Hall Lane, Tipton, completed 100 
marathons in two years, and attempted to 
climb Mount Everest, raising £30,000 for 
charity along the way. 

He is now planning to take part in a 150- 
mile jungle marathon in Vietnam, and to 
climb Mount Kilimanjaro in October. 

Karl, whose partner is 25-year-old Beth 
Platts, said: “This is what I plan to do now, 
to continue fundraising and challenging 
myself as much as I can to raise money. 

“As long as my legs will carry me, and I 
have the support of my girlfriend, I will con¬ 
tinue.” 

Searing 

On New Year’s Day 2011 he started his 
marathon challenge to raise cash for Birm¬ 
ingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital, where 
he was nursed back to health. 

And after travelling the world to complete 
his challenge, he finished the last gruelling 
26.2 mile run in Liverpool on New Year’s 
Eve last year. 

Thinking back to his ordeal in that 
armoured vehicle, he said: “It was like being 
in an oven and I knew I just had to get out. 
The only pain I remember was in my hands. 
I had to grip on to the metal to pull myself 
out, and it was searing hot, and I could feel 
it burning my skin.” 

He pulled himself clear and his fellow sol¬ 
diers used fire extinguishers to put out the 
flames. 

Images of his dramatic escape were 
beamed around the world. 

He was rushed to a field hospital before 
being transported to Birmingham for treat¬ 


ment. He was unconscious for 11 days, he 
said: “When I woke up in Selly Oak Hospi¬ 
tal, I wasn’t in a good state. 

“My hands were the worst part, but I also 
had burns to my face, chest, arms and legs.” 

He was in hospital for three months and 
underwent 16 operations in five years. 

He said: “At the end of my treatment I felt 
I wanted to give something back.” 

He said that during his recovery he would 


often go for long runs to clear his head, and 
it was on one of these runs that he decided 
to embark on a fundraising challenge for the 
hospital that treated him. 

He has taken part in marathons in New 
York, Cape Town, Israel and even Antarc¬ 
tica, and last year he completed an ultra 
marathon in the Brazilian jungle. 

More recently Karl was given the honour 
of being an Olympic and Paralympic torch-

bearer. He said: “I plan to continue these 
challenges until my legs give out.” 

His partner Miss Platts who is a commu¬ 
nity artist based in West Bromwich said: “I 
am just so very proud of him. 

“It’s just amazing what he has done, and 
he is just going to continue to raise as much 
money as he can. And I’m going to support 
him.”

Blaze-hit textile firm to be demolished 


DEMOLITION at a West Bromwich 
textiles firm hit by a severe blaze 
will start within weeks for rebuild¬ 
ing to take place. 

Around 60 firefighters battled the 
fire at BCR Global Textiles, Greets 
Green Road, on January 6. 

A sorting warehouse was 
destroyed but other parts of the site, 
including the company’s main 
office, were saved thanks to the fire 
crews. 


Managing director Maxine Sault 
said all information had now been 
lodged with insurers. Word was 
expected back within the next few 
weeks, she added. 

She said demolition of the gutted 
warehouse would begin soon after¬ 
wards followed by construction of a 
new building. 

Ms Sault said while operations at 
the firm had continued despite the 
fire they had very limited storage 


and sorting space until the building 
was replaced. The firm is renting 
space elsewhere. But Ms Sault said 
the situation was not ideal and was 
pushing for rebuilding work to take 
place at the earliest opportunity. 

“A lot of work has been done since 
the fire just over a week ago. All of 
the information has been given to 
the insurers and I am expecting 
something back within the next two 
weeks,” she said. 


“Once we have received this we 
can start looking at demolishing the 
warehouse and building a replace¬ 
ment. Obviously plans will have to 
be lodged with Sandwell Council for 
the new development but hopefully 
this should not be a problem. The 
council has been brilliant so far.” 

Ms Sault praised staff who had 
worked hard to ensure operations 
were not disrupted in the aftermath 
of the fire.

Housing 
plan for 
former 
abattoir 

A SHOPPING and housing 
development will be built on 
the site of a former West 
Bromwich abattoir under 
new plans. 

A developer wants to 
create the scheme at the old 
Barretts and Baird site in 
Harvills Hawthorn. 

An application for outline 
planning permission for the 
six acre site has been sub¬ 
mitted to Sandwell Council. 

Developers hope to estab¬ 
lish the principle of the 
development before submit¬ 
ting a full application. 

Planning documents from 
Solihull-based chartered 
town planners, Martyn 
Bramah Associates, state 
the site, which closed as an 
abattoir in 2002, has been 
marketed by property 
company DTZ for eight 
years but it has been impos¬ 
sible to secure a sale. 

All buildings have been 
demolished. 

The documents said: “The 
proposed development of the 
site for housing and associ¬ 
ated uses such as commu¬ 
nity shops would allow a 
good number of properties of 
varying house type and size 
to be provided.” 

It is proposed to build a 
mix of two, three and four 
bedroom houses, two 
bedroom bungalows, two 
bedroom apartments and 
community shops with two 
bedroom flats above. 

Cash threat 
to 3 health 
centre plans 

MULTI-MILLION pound 
plans to build three health 
centres across Sandwell are 
hanging in the balance due 
to government spending 
cuts. 

A £9m building in Wed¬ 
nesbury, a £5.6m super 
surgery in Oldbury and a 
£5m centre in Great Bridge 
could have to be pulled, 
according to Sandwell’s jobs 
and eco-nomies boss ,Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley. 

He was told the news at a 
meeting with Richard 
Nugent, non executive 
director for the Black 
Country Cluster of PCTs, 
last week. “He told me the 
health centres are under 
threat of not being built 
because the Government is 
pulling funding,” Councillor 
Rowley said. 

He is expecting an inter¬ 
mediate answer by the end 
in February.

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The smell 
goes but 
mystery 
remains 

A FOUL smell plaguing 
streets around Wednesbury 
for weeks has been cleared - 
but concerns remain 
because no cause for it was 
found. 

Sandwell Council launch¬ 
ed an investigation to pin¬ 
point the source of the odour 
following complaints from 
residents across the town. 

But despite tests being 
carried out along affected 
roads, officials are no closer 
to finding what caused it. 

Councillors said the smell 
had now cleared and there 
had been no further com¬ 
plaints from residents. 

But they said the investi¬ 
gation to find the source 
would continue to help them 
prevent it returning. 

The smell was first 
reported in Darby Road but 
then it spread to other 
streets. 

At its worst, the smell 
could be detected across a 
significant part of the town. 

Councillor Geoffrey Lewis 
said: “For the time being the 
smell seems to have cleared. 
No further reports have 
been made. 

“However there is still a 
great deal of concern about 
it returning, especially as we 
were unable to find what 
caused it in the first place.”

£9m revamp is planned by academy 


A REVAMP worth almost £9 million is in the 
pipeline for a Black Country school where a 
new principal is taking over. 

Ormiston Sandwell Community Academy 
in Tividale wants to demolish old buildings 
at the site in Lower City Road, refurbish 
others and upgrade facilities. 

A planning application outlining the 
scheme has been submitted to Sandwell 
Council, and bosses that say if approved, the 
work will cost £8.75m. 

The news comes as the school celebrates 
the appointment of new principal Marie 
McMahon who will join the academy next 


month. Ms McMahon was the winner of last 
year’s Midlands Headteacher of the Year 
Award and is now headteacher at Hodge Hill 
Sports and Enterprise College in Birming¬ 
ham where she is credited with transform¬ 
ing educational standards and the life 
chances of the young people there. 

Interim principal Mick Green said: “The 
current building is in need of a significant 
facelift, and this sizeable investment is 
much needed. 

Alongside this, the appointment of a well- 
respected new principal, who starts in Feb¬ 
ruary, bodes well for the future of the 


academy and most importantly its stu¬ 
dents.” 

New landscaping, resurfaced and larger 
car parking, a new main entrance canopy 
with sixth form entrance and new signage 
are also planned for the school, which was 
formerly Tividale Community Arts College 
before it was taken over in 2009. 

Planning documents submitted with the 
scheme state: “The aim of the project is to 
improve the facilities for the wider commu¬ 
nity as well as the academy’s use. 

“It is proposed to build a two-storey block 
at the centre of the site which will replace 


old teaching blocks which have been ear¬ 
marked for demolition. 

“Other works include a new main 
entrance canopy, refurbishment to the 
sports, science, design technology block and 
the construction of a new main plant.” 

Demolition will involve the removal of the 
old teaching accommodation across the 
centre of the site and disused caretaker’s 
house. 

Documents add: “The preferred strategic 
solution from these is to demolish the ineffi¬ 
cient buildings in the worst condition.” 


Builder who helped set up 
illegal drink factory jailed 


A FORMER builder from West 
Bromwich has been jailed for 12 
months for setting up an alcohol 
factory making potentially lethal 
fake vodka. 

Michael Woodlock earned £400 a week 
constructing the illicit still in an industrial 
unit, a judge heard. 

The still produced bogus Arctic Ice vodka 
using potentially harmful 96 per cent pure 
industrial alcohol normally found in anti¬ 
freeze as its base ingredient, Birmingham 
Crown Court was told last week. 

Mr Hal Watson prosecuting, said: “There 
was an inherent risk of harm to both those 
involved in this process and the public going 
near the plant as well as the potential health 
risk to anyone who drank it.” 

As well as building the still, Woodlock, 52, 
of Greswold Street, West Bromwich, did the 
stock taking and kept the accounts for the 
secret liquor factory in Brewery Street, 
Aston, that ran for just a few months before 
being raided by Revenue and Customs in 
July 2011. 

Officers found 2,572 bottles of the illicit 
booze. The court was told at least £75,000 
should have been paid in duty if the alcohol 
had been fit to drink. 

Conspiracy 

Woodlock, who refused to name those 
running the plot, was arrested when inves¬ 
tigators swooped. Alex Rollason, 19, was 
also seized along with driver Gavin Berrow, 
42. All admitted conspiracy to evade duty. 

Lynette McClement, defending, said 
Woodlock ran a cable distribution firm with 
a turnover of £1.5million before his life “fell 
apart” when his three-year-old daughter 
died. Rollason and Berrow each received a 
four-month prison term suspended for 12 
months, and 200 hours’ unpaid work. 

The police raid, codenamed Operation 
Red Squirrel, followed a hunt for the source 
of fake vodka found on sale at off-licences 
throughout the region. 

Health officials knew of at least two 
people who complained of feeling ill after 
drinking it. 

The manufacture, bottling and distribu¬ 
tion plant was capable of producing up to 
12,000 litre bottles at a time. 

It was offered for sale to shops at £45 a 
case, meaning the bogus booze factory could 
make £137,000-a-load profit. When the

investigators swooped they found 2,500 
bottles of fake Arctic Ice and thousands of 
litres of 96 per cent industrial alcohol, or 
methanol, normally used in anti-freeze or 
cleaning fluids. 

It was stored in 1,000-litre industrial bulk 
containers that had been delivered shortly 
before the raid. 

There were also 67,500 bottle caps and 
8,500 empty glass bottles together with a 
labelling machine and other paraphernalia. 

Woodlock arrived at the premises in his 
Mercedes as the police raid was starting. He 
admitted being paid £400 a week by an 
unnamed person to find a suitable site for 


the production plant. He said: “I was 
approached by somebody who knew my 
building company was failing.” 

Berrow, of Amblecote Road, Brierley Hill, 
was paid £200 a time to deliver equipment 
while Rollason, of Halesowen Road, Old 
Hill, was the odd job man. All three admitted 
attempted evasion of excise duty. 

Adrian Farley, Assistant Director of Crim¬ 
inal Investigations for the Revenue and 
Customs, said: “They had not taken any pre¬ 
cautions, creating a high risk of an explosion 
and the risk of loss of life.” 

Six days before the raid five people had 
been killed in a blast at an illegal vodka 


factory in Boston, Lincolnshire. The explo¬ 
sion could be heard five miles away. Mr 
Farley added: “The prospect of something 
similar happening in the middle of Birming¬ 
ham is almost too dreadful to contemplate. 

“Those involved knew the drink included 
dangerous levels of methanol but were still 
prepared to dupe members of the public.” 

There were sufficient ingredients on the 
premises to make enough Arctic Ice for the 
gang to evade £500,000 worth of duty. 

Councillor Neil Eustace, of the public pro¬ 
tection committee in Birmingham, warned: 
“Buying cheap alcohol might seem a good 
deal but the result could be really terrible.”

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Town could be site for 
super-block police cells 


Group in the running to get fit

A POLICE custody suite to 
house prisoners from 
across the Black Country 
could be built in Oldbury, 
under plans being drawn up 
by West Midlands Police. 

The force wants to put the block on 
vacant land at Bromford Lane, close 
to Sandwell and Dudley railway 
station. 

If approved by councillors, the 
building would have 60 cells, holding 
rooms, interview rooms, consulta¬ 
tion rooms, evidence gathering 
rooms, and offices. 

Police chiefs have previously said 
they would look to build so-called 
super-blocks close to junction nine of 
the M6 and another in the Hale¬ 
sowen/Stourbridge area. 

They would also work with other 
Midland forces to pool resources 
under plans that could see outdated 
cells at police stations close. The 
£10m West Bromwich police station 
which opened in Moor Street in 2011 
was not built with a custody suite. 

Opinion 

A formal planning application has 
not yet been submitted to Sandwell 
Council for the latest scheme, but 
police bosses have submitted a 
request for a screening opinion. 

This asks the council for an 
opinion on whether or not the devel¬ 
opment should be subject to environ¬ 
mental impact assessment. 

Documents have also been submit¬ 
ted which include detailed plans and 
artist impressions. 

Planning documents say the build¬ 
ing, the Western Area Custody Suite, 
would have custodial facilities and 
associated office space and would 
serve the western area of the West 
Midlands. 


FITNESS enthusiasts put on their 
jogging shoes for the first session of a 
new group aimed at introducing people 
to running and helping them to get fit.

It was launched by members of West

Spokesman Gary Clifton said: “We 
want to help people reach the point 
where they can enter a 5k run.”

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A slice of Black Country landscape in 1948 


'An angry sea of black shale' 


THE work of the great Black 
Country painter Edwin Butler 
Bayliss now on display in 
Wolverhampton gives us an 
idea of what it must have felt 
like to look out over the pre¬ 
war landscape of the area. 

In particular, it depicts a scene laid 
waste by mining and quarrying. 

Air pollution of the Black Country is 
well known - it’s how many believe it 
got its name. But the long-term abuse 
of the land surface is less widely under¬ 
stood. 

“Unlike anything else in England” is 
how the historian William Hoskins 
described it in the 1950s - and he had 
travelled about a bit. 

He likened it to a strange desert, “a 
black, tormented Sahara . . . the after- 
math of robber-exploitation of the 
earth”. 

Ten years before, while planning 
post war Black Country housing 
estates, the architect Charles Reilly 
poetically described the area as ‘an 
angry sea of black shale’. 

But all this devastation wasn’t a 
product of the 1950s or the 1940s. 

We can follow the trail of evidence

further back. In the early 1930s a 
planner wrote that the Black Country 
contained “twenty square miles where 
almost the only land not built up is 
covered by the refuse from disused 
pits”. 

Older evidence, in the photos of the 
1920s for example, like the one here of 
kids playing on coal waste in Bilston, 
tells us that the state of dereliction has 
roots going further back. 

Marked 

In fact the problem of derelict land 
in the Black Country goes deep into 
the previous century. 

One way we know this is a recent 
English Heritage study of the area - 
the Historic Landscape Characterisa¬ 
tion. 

This uses historic maps to trace the 
extent of dereliction. The map here is 
based on the study. 

It shows the area of Dudley, 
Sandwell, Walsall, and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton marked with all the derelict land in 


1939. At that point there was 38 square 
kilometres of it (14 square miles) in a 
pattern which traced the whole South 
Staffordshire coalfield. 

This might be shocking enough (it 
was probably the most intense concen¬ 
tration of derelict land in Britain at the 
time). 

But the study reveals something 
else. It shows that nearly two-thirds of 
this neglected land had been in this 
state for at least 40 years. 

Some was even older - two fifths of 
the waste land which existed in 1939 
had lain around in that state since 
1885 or before. 

The fact is that, in the mid 19th 
century the unplanned rush to exploit 
mineral and other resources had 
brought the small area of the Black 
Country into a position of interna¬ 
tional economic significance. 

But it left a long-lasting scar on the 
local environment which arguably is 
still visible in the area today. 

Edwin Butler Bayliss: Poet Painter 
of the Black Country is at Wolver¬ 
hampton Art Gallery until April 27.

£3m extra for housing pot 


AN extra £3 million is going to 
be put towards a 10-year 
housing programme in 
Sandwell. 

In August 2012 finance bosses app¬ 
roved plans for a £489m investment 
programme. But it has now been 
revealed that after one partner pulled 
out, the funds needed to undertake the 
work have increased to £492 million. 

Council finance bosses have 


approved plans for the extra funds, and 
are going to start recruiting contrac¬ 
tors for the work. 

The work on council-owned homes 
will include replacing old windows 
with double glazing, fitting loft insula¬ 
tion, a general revamp of the proper¬ 
ties, and fire prevention measures.

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Hundreds on waiting 
list for an allotment 



HUNDREDS of people 
wanting to grow their own 
fruit and veg are on waiting 
lists for allotments in the 
Black Country and 
Staffordshire. 

More than 500 people are in the 
queue for council-run allotments. 

In Sandwell, there are 22 sites 
with more than 600 spaces, and the 
waiting list stands at 226. 

There are shorter waiting list at 
Brunswick in Wednesbury, and 
Meadow Road, Lewis Road, Barston 
Road, Pound Road and Ramsay 
Road in Oldbury. 

Cabinet member Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “It shows that our allot¬ 
ments are as popular as ever.” 

In Cannock, 163 people are 
waiting for one of the 75 spaces. 

In Walsall, 111 people are waiting 
for one of the 200 spots at the 10 
council-run sites in Darlaston, 
Bentley and Willenhall. There are 
another 27 sites held by community 
associations. 

Volunteers 

Alison Bate, allotments and com¬ 
munity gardens officer at Walsall 
Council, said: “The Greenspace 
Improvement Service is working 
with volunteers to allocate plots as 
soon as they become available.” 

In Dudley, the authority manages 
four sites - Beacon Rise and Spring- 
field Grove in Sedgley, Cranmoor 
Crescent allotment in Halesowen 
and Lower High Street in Quarry 
Bank. 

Across the four sites there are 41 
plots, with a queue of 32 people. 

Wolverhampton City Council has 
1,220 allotment plots on 31 sites. 
Bosses said they were unable to 
provide specific details on waiting 
lists as the data is not held centrally. 


THE winter chill is not affecting these 
plants as they enjoy the balmy tempera¬ 
tures of a heated greenhouse. 

Despite the cold weather, Sandwell 
Valley Park is growing oranges, lemons 
and pineapples. Countryside manager 
Chris Moore said: “In our greenhouses 
we have got citrus fruits such as 


oranges, lemons and we have also got 
some bananas and young pineapple 
plants. Everything is doing well because 
they are growing in a heated green¬ 
house.” 

But Mr Moore said the gardeners are 
not able to do any seeding while the 
ground was frozen.

A report by council planning officer 
Anjan Dey said the council had received 
one letter of response from a neighbour 
who welcomed the development, but 
objected to two-storey houses in favour 
of bungalows. 

Newton ward Councillor Joyce 
Underhill said: “The development will 
have nice views overlooking Sandwell 
Valley. I was concerned that it was such 
a small plot, but the planning officers 
have said it fits the planning criteria. 

“Rather than the clinic be left derelict, 
people will be happy that something is 
going to happen with that site.”

midwife course interest 



Student Charlotte Milligan finds Call the Midwife provides valuable insights 


SOARING numbers of young 
people are signing up to be 
midwives - thanks to the pop¬ 
ularity of television shows 
featuring the profession. 

Call The Midwife and One Born 
Every Minute are being credited with 
the rise. Demand for courses is now so 
popular that in many cases, the 
amount of applications far outweighs 
the number of places available. 

The University of Wolverhampton 
received nearly 1,000 applications for 
just 63 midwife places in 2011 while at 
Staffordshire University, the number 
of applications increased by more than 
13 per cent on the previous year. Mid¬ 
wifery courses at the University of 
Worcester are also oversubscribed. 

Tutors have credited the popularity 
of the two television shows, which give 
different insights into the lives of mid¬ 
wifes, as one of the factors contributing 
to the surge in interest. 

Call the Midwife, which has started 
its second series on BBC1, is based on 
the real life experiences of nurse Jen¬ 
nifer Worth. 

Covers 

It stars Miranda Hart and has been a 
runaway success with almost nine 
million viewers tuning in each week to 
follow the lives of midwives back in the 
1950s. 

The popular One Born Every 
Minute, which airs on Channel 4, is 
also a ratings hit. The show covers the 
day-to-day life on a maternity ward fol¬ 
lowing both mothers and staff. 

Education chiefs at the University of 
Wolverhampton say there has always 
been a lot of interest in the profession 
but there is now a growing number of 
people who are seeking a career in mid¬ 
wifery. 

Marcia Edwards, head of midwifery, 
maternity and the newborn said: “Mid¬ 
wifery has always been a popular

Rail firm fighting back 
in battle on metal thefts

COMPUTER software designers have 
created a program to help scrap 
dealers tackle metal thefts. 

It is hoped it will support the 
dealers after new rules were intro¬ 
duced banning cash transactions. 

Cradley Heath-based firm Iceblue 
Marketing and Design has created the 
computer program called Metal 
Track. 

The firm has already won more 
than 20 orders for the system. Bosses 
estimate the software is now helping 


to process around £3 million worth of 
transactions. 

The programme records personal 
details of dealers trying to sell scrap 
metal to firms, including photo identi¬ 
fication and vehicle registration. 

Bosses at Brierley Hill firm Mason 
Metals are the latest to use the softe- 
ware. They showcased the innovative 
touchscreen technology to the Mayor 
of Dudley, Councillor Melvyn 
Mottram, during a tour of the site. 


RAIL bosses are trying new 
ways to foil metal thieves - 
from burying cables to 
installing high-tech alarms and 
applying forensic liquid. 

Thieves caused delays totalling two- 
and-a-half months on trains in the West 
Midlands in the past three years. 
According to Network Rail they struck 
98 times in the region between April 
2010 and August last year, causing 1,766 
hours of delays. Those delays in turn 
cost the firm more than £2.7 million in 
compensation. 

Just over 300 trains were cancelled 
and 354 were disrupted. 

Network Rail is trying to beat the 
thieves. Locks are being fitted to the 
concrete troughs that house cables. 

Some cables are being buried under¬ 
ground, although this can cause difficul¬ 
ties with maintenance. Others are being 
fitted with special alarms. Cables are 
also being sprayed with a forensic liquid 
that shows up under UV light. A differ¬ 
ent forensic code is used for each kilome¬ 
tre of cable so locations can be traced. 

Investment 

The markings also show up when 
police carry out checks at scrapyards. 

Network Rail spokesman Russell 
Spink said they were winning the battle 
on metal theft, pointing out that crimes 
on its London North Western route, 
which includes the West Midlands, 
dropped to 150 incidents in 2011/12 
from 196 in 2010/11. 

“The route has invested millions of 
pounds protecting the railway - includ¬ 
ing investing in covert cameras in 
hotspot areas and other technology, 
funding additional security staff and 
working closely with British Transport 
Police officers to bring offenders to 
justice,” he said. 

“This has combined with public 
support in reporting criminals and 
improved sentencing in courts.”

Clunes

M artin Clunes couldn’t be less 
like Gary, his Men Behaving 
Badly character, if he tried. 
While Gary would like nothing 
more than to be drinking with his 
mate Tony, Martin would prefer to be 
on his Dorset farm, hanging out with 
his wife, producer Philippa 
Braithwaite, their daughter Emily and 
his ever-growing menagerie of 
animals. 

Martin is besotted by his furry, four¬ 
legged friends. In fact, when he isn’t 
making Doc Martin or some other 
I TV drama, he can be found 
surrounded by them, either at home 
or while making a documentary. 

Over the past few years he’s 
featured in various programmes 
about dogs and lemurs - just last 
week he narrated another about 
canines. 

Now he’s back with a rather more 
personal project. 

This second string to his media 
career has come as a surprise, but 
he loves every minute of it: “It was 
never part of the plan, but I’d really 
miss presenting and the 
opportunities it’s given me. It would

be silly of me to say, ‘I won’t do that 
because this might spoil my chances 
of another acting job; because I 
might miss out on one of the biggest 
experiences of my life.” 

Two years ago, Martin adopted a 
couple of young Clydesdale draught 
horses - called Bruce and Ronnie - 
and they’re now at an age where 
they’re getting a little bored with just 
trotting around an empty field; their 
besotted ‘father’ describes them as 
“lovable but uncontrollable 
teenagers’.’ 

To give the duo some focus, 

Martin has brought in Robert 
Sampson, an equine expert who will 
turn ‘the boys’ into useful working 
horses - he’ll coach Martin how to 
drive them properly too. 

“If you’d said 10 years ago that I 
would be driving a seven and a half 
ton truck with my own two young 
Clydesdales and taking them to hoof 
camp, I’d have laughed in your face,” 
claims Martin. “But it is a reality and 
it’s very exciting.” 

Much of the programme is 
dedicated to following the progress 
of all three novices, but there’s also 


a chance to find out how working 
horses are employed across the 
globe, including by the Amish and - 
in stark contrast - Budweiser in 
America. However, it’s a trip to an 
Italian vineyard that proves most 
eye-opening. 

‘A day working in that Italian 
vineyard is enough for me to 
think that having working horses 
on my farm can only be a good 
thing,” laughs Martin, as he 
watches the animals driving carts 
while fertilising the land at the 
same time. 

Then it’s back to Blighty to see 
how Ronnie and Bruce are getting 
along - and the answer is very well. 
In fact, Martin’s gentle, quiet 
approach to life seems to suit 
working with the duo rather well. 

“I found this new speed quite 
shocking to begin with, very slow,” 
he admits. “But I have a six month 
ban on my driving licence, so this 
speed could be my future - staring 
at my horses’ bums as they plod me 
around the countryside. 

“It’s quite a nice way to go. Three 
cheers I say.”

Lonsdale belt target of new champion Gethin 

BOXER Martin Gethin is likely to make the 
first defence of his British lightweight title in 
April, writes Craig Birch. 

Gethin, who dropped in to the Wednes- 
bury Boxing Academy, Wharfedale Street, 
with his title belt this week, claimed the 
vacant crown with a ninth-round stoppage 
of Ben Murphy at Walsall Town Hall. 

And the game Murphy, from Sussex, has 
now retired after failing to become British 
champion a second time. 

That outcome marked the difference be¬ 
tween success and failure - and Gethin has 
already had proposals for a voluntary 
defence, to be staged in Birmingham during 
April, put to him. 

The 29-year-old from Walsall has set his 
sights on winning a Lonsdale belt outright- 
but to do so must defend his championship 
successfully three times. 

He said: “I want to do that and then move 
on from there. I want to get as much out of 
boxing as I can and that means more titles, 
like the European. 

Elated 

“To have a Lonsdale belt on my mantle- 
piece forthe rest of my life would be special, 

I wouldn’t be able to wait to get up every 
day and look at it! 

“People are starting to recognise me 
now. When I start to beat the other British 
title contenders, they will recognise me 
even more.” 

Murphy will now walk away from the 
sport at the age of 32. His last appearance 
saw him show true sportsmanship, despite 
his obvious disappointment at the result. 

Gethin was so elated at winning the 
British title in front of his friends and family 
that he did not even notice his opponent’s 
warm applause at the final bell. 

He said: “He’s beaten some good lads 
and he gave everything in our fight, he just 
couldn’t break me. I always believed I could 
win but I didn’t think it would be by stop¬ 
page. I knew how strong he was and I had 
full respect for him and still have as a fighter. 

“I didn’t actually realise how he reacted
